Final Ratification ot C anal Treaty 
[Have Been A ccom plished. 
W ashington. Feb. 22.—Final ratifi­ 
cations of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
giving England’s assent to the con­ 
struction of a canal across Central 
America by the United States, were 
exchanged at the state departm ent at 
3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
There 
was very little ceremony about the 
exchange of ratifications. 
Copies of the treaty had been pre­ 
pared, precisely sim ilar, except in the 
fact that the signatures were inverted 
in one copy, and these were formal­ 
ly exchanged between Lord Paunce- 
fote and Secretary Hay, a protocol 
being signed, formally attesting to 
that fact, which will form part of the 
records. 
Lord Pauneefote was in the best of 
hum or over this successful outcome of 
the labors of himself and Secretary 
Hay, for he regarded the treaty as the 
most

drawn between the United States and 
Great Britain, and one th at will do 
much to prevent friction in the future 
between the two peoples.
